THE LOTTERY QUESTION. 


It seems to be the general impression 


abroad, and the idea prevails at home 
to some extent, that the Legislature of 
Nevada can, if so dioposed, pass a bill 
authorizing lotteries in the State with- 
out check or hindrance. There is 
much talk on this subject at present 
and a very effectual method of ending 
the discussion ia to quote Section 24 of 
Arciole IV of the Constitution, which 
reads: 
\ - 


"No lottery shall be authorized by 
this State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." 


That is brief, plain and pointed. It 


does not require a Philadelphia lawyer 
or any other kind of a lawyer to ex- 
plain it and until it is expunged from 
the Constitution the Legislature can- 
not legalize the lottery business in 
Nevada though every member should 
favor it. It requires about four years 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances to amend the Constitution of 
Nevada. 
A 
proposed amendment 


mast be agreed to by a majority of all 
the members elected to each of the two 
Houses of the Legislature and referred 
to the Legislature then next to be 
chosen and shall be published for three 
months next proceeding the time of 
making such choice. If in the Legis- 
lature next chosen as aforesaid, snob 
proposed amendment shall'be agreed 
to by a majority of all the members 
elected to each House then it shall be 
submitted to the people and if the 
people approve and ratify it by a ma- 
jority of the electors qualifled'tb vote 
for members of the Legislature the 
amendment becomes a part of the Con- 
stitution. 


With these restrictions it is idle to 


talk about legalizing lotteries in Nev- 
ada. It cannot be done for years even 
if every voter in the State favored it 
and a vote taken on the proposition 
some eight years ago proved conclu- 
sively that a majority was against it.
